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* State investigates Chapter 1

SAN DIEGO — ‘Twelve Catholic schools await the 
results of a November invesugation by the California 
State Department of Education of San Diego City 
Schools’ remedial education program for private school 
students. Vhis probe ts a follow-up to investigations which 
began in February. 

The U.S. Deparunent of Education directed the state 
to check on the equity of the San Dicgo Unified School 
District's (SDUSD) Chapter 1) remedial cducation 
services to parochial school. students, said Joseph 
Mcklligott, director of special programs for the California 
Catholic Conference. : 

The investigation will determine whether the services, 
now provided on buses that have been coyerted into 
classrooms, can be improved, Mckigott added. 

Chapter 1 is the sectior of the 1981 Education 
Consolidation and Improvement Act. which provides 
remedial assistance to needy children. Both public and 
private school students may be cligible for Chapter 1 aid, 


but the U.S. Supreme Court ruled in July 1985 that 
public school teachers may not provide — remedial 
instruction in private schools. 

A bypass agreement, wherein a third party would 
administer Chapter 1 funds for Catholic schools, is hoped 
for as a result of the state investigation, said Brian 
Bennett, principal of Blessed Sacrament School. 

However, McElligott does not think this will happen 
because SDUSD has improved remedial services for 
Catholic schools students since the the U.S. Deparunent 
of Education began investigating complaints last winter. 


District removes equipment 

In late October city schools officials repossessed 
computers, record players, tables and chairs, and other 
educational hardware used to teach Chapter 1 students at 
Catholic schools. : 

The district determined that since remedial services 
could not be provided on private school property, the 
equipment could no longer be used on site as well, 
Bennett said. 
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Parish center dedicated

Richard Scherer, principal at Our Lady’s School, said 
that equipment worth $20,000, including three 
computers, was removed from the school. Although the 
district said one computer would be placed on the 
classroom bus that visits Our Lady’s, none has been 
installed so far, he added. 


Kathy Leach, coordinator of external funding, said the 
SDUSD is now purchasing security systems to protect the 
computers. ‘Two will soon be installed on cach bus, she 
said, adding that some schools, such as St. Michacl’s in 
Paradise Hills, still have computers because their Chapter 
1 classes are conducted on non-private school property. 

Bennett said he and other Catholic school principals 
have other concerns about SOUSD’s Chapter 1 program 
for private school students. 

Vhese problems include safety on the buses, amount of 
instruction time for students and lack of communication 
between classroom teachers and bus personnel, he said. 
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Jubilee officials explain costs of celebration 


ALCALA PARK — Critics of the upcoming. diocesan 
jubilee may well be confused about the focus and scope of 
the celebration, a local pastor suggested this weck. 

“Reports in the public press have left some people with 
the impression the entire budget is going into one giant 
party,’? observed Msgr. Charles Dollen, pastor of St. 
Gabriel Church in Poway. ** Actually, there are a number 
of events involved, and none of them look too pretentious 
to me. All in all, it’s a very modest celebration.” 

The four-month jubilee has been designed to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of the Diocese of San Diego and the 
25th anniversary of Bishop Leo ‘TV. Maher’s episcopal 
ordination. 


Bishop Charles -F. Buddy was installed as San Diego's 
first prelate on’ Feb. 3, 1937.. Bishop Maher was 
consecrated on April 5, 1962. 

The jubilee will begin with Our Lady of Guadalupe 
celebrations this weekend in Imperial and San Diego. A 
variety of events are scheduled, culminating with a jubilee 
Mass and civic banquet April 5. 

The tentative jubilee budget totals $130,000, but Msgr. 
Dollen believes. it is a small price to pay. 

“‘T was surprised by how small the amount was,” he 
said. “‘Given the length! and breadth of the celebration 
and the cost of things nowadays, 1 think it’s a very 
reasonable amount.” 


Member of the Jubilee Planning Commitice feel pu- 
blished reports have been misleading, if not inaccurate. 

It is true, for example, that the 30 visiting bishops who 
will attend the April 5 Mass will wear matching vest- 
ments. It is also true that the 300 diocesan priests who will 
concelebrate the Mass will wear matching stoles as a sym- 
bol of unity.: Not mentioned was the fact that all vest- 
ments and stoles will be kept by the diocese for use at 
future events. 

It is also true that the jubilee banquct will be held at the 
Hotel Inter-Continental, but not because of its elegance. 
This hotel is one of the few places in town that-can seat

2,000 diners; its owner, Doug Manchester, actively cam- 
paigned to host the event by discounting the meals. 

Manchester, well-known for his generosity to the dio- 
cese, is a member of the University of San Diego Board of 
‘Trustees. 

The largest line on the jubilee budget is the $20,000 
being reserved to fund a free, public pageant the evening 
of March 18 in the Civic Theater downtown. Producer 
Yom Rusch will involve hundreds of area parishioners 
and Catholic school children to portray the range of 
historic and ethnic diversity within the San Diego diocese. 

“Tt will be free and open to everyone who wants to 
come,’’ Rusch said. ‘“Vhat’s what the church is all about, 
and that’s what this show is all about.”” 

Planners have even been criticized for combining the 
two anniversaries, since the diocese was officially formed 
in 1936. Vhis ignores the fact that Bishop Buddy did not 
take office until the following year. 

Besides, one committee member said, there 
another good reason to combine celebrations. ** By having 
one rather than two, we're saving the diocese moncy,” 
finance chairman Jack Boyce observed. 

Last summer members of the Jubilee Planning Com- 
mittee agreed that the celebration should be funded by the 
Catholic community. Ultimately, it was decided that cach 
parish should be encouraged to offer financial support, 
depending on its ability to pay. — 

“The committee felt that since this was a diocesan cele- 
bration, the whole diocese should be involved,’’ one com- 
mittee member said. ‘Not just financially, cither. We 
wanted their involvement in all the events, too. We didn’t 
want any one parish or area of the diocese to feel it wasn’t

part of the celebration.” 

Several local pastors have voiced their opposition to the 
celebration. 

“On a list of priorities from one to 10, this is about a 
12,”’ an anonymous source recently told the Reader. 

Another such pastor contacted by Southern Cross 
earlier this week also requested confidentiality. “1 don’t

Fewer students eligible 

SDUSD has also revised the cligibility standards used 
to determine Chapter 1 students, Bennett said. “Vhis has 
resulted in 142 fewer cligible students at seven Catholic 
schools, he added. 

Linden Courter, assistant director of external funding 
for SDUSD, said the district’ discovered that 
principals were using the wrong criteria to determine 
cligibility. A review revealed that although some schools 
had fewer qualifying students, others had more, he 
added. 

Only reading and math scores may be used to evaluate 
eligibility of private school students, said Leach. Some 
schools had used other test results for this determination, 
she added. 

Despite the change in numbers of cligible students, 
SDUSD has no plans to readjust Chapter 1 budgets tor 
private schools for this academic year, Courter said. THe 
added that the district would probably make changes at 
the request of the diocesan superintendent of Catholic

schools. 

Vhe adjustment in the number of cligible students was 
made without consulting school principals involved, 
something the district is required to do, Bennett said. 

Vhe decrease in the number of qualifying students will 
save SDUSD about $44,000, Bennett added. 

City schools is the only district in the state that has 
revised eligibility requirements, Bennett noted. ‘The law 
allows the local school district to ‘‘determine the rules,” 
he said. However, it appears that parochial schools with 
the ‘‘most vocal principals’? have suffered the most cuts, 


he added. 
Safety practices defended 


SDUSD has worked to insure -the safety on the 
classroom buses, Courter said. For assistance, personnel 
may use the buses’ two-way radios to summon security. 

Courter noted that in a November incident involving 
Our Lady of the Sacred Heart School — when a man beat 
on the outside of the bus while students were aboard — 
police responded within five minutes and arrested the 
suspect. ; 

Bennett said some principals are concerned about the 
time lag for district security to respond to calls, adding 
that bus personnel should be able to communicate with 
the schools served. 


Bishops to meet here 


ALCALA PARK — ‘Iwo. organizations of 
Western bishops have elected to hold their quarterly 
meeting in San Diego in conjunction with the 
diocese’s upcoming jubilee, 

The Episcopal Commission of Alta/Baja 
California, composed of prelates from the states of 
California, Baja California Norte and Baja 
California Sur, will meet the morning of April 6. 

The California Catholic Conference, composed 
of bishops from the State of California, will meet the 
same afternoon. 

Most of the bishops involved already had agreed 
to take part in the jubilee Mass April 5 at St. Joseph 
Cathedral. 

An estimated 30 bishops will concelebrate the 
Mass honoring the 50th anniversary of the San 
Diego diocese and Bishop Leo ‘TV. Maher's 25th 
anniversary as a bishop. 


Father Dennis Mikulanis, chairman of the Ecumenical 
Commission, is not. sympathetic, “Pastors who aren't 
willing to celebrate 50 years of service make me wonder 
why they’re here,’? he said. ““Vhey should want to 
promote and publicize all we’ve done for our community. 
The church is alive and active, and we should all be proud 
of it. In my mind, for a celebration of 50 years of service, 
this is peanuts.” : 


Father Joseph Carroll, director of the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center, also supports the jubilee. 


‘“‘T have no problem with it,” Father Carroll said. “If it 
were my parents’ 30th anniversary, Id fly back to New 
York and spend whatever | could buying them a gilt. 
‘That’s basically what we’re doing here. It’s a one-in-a- 
lifetime celebration of the diocesc’s 50th anniversary and 


Bishop Maher’s 25th.” 


Jubilee planners are hoping to presenta gift to Bishop 
Maher the evening of April 5. It is traditional to present 
priests and bishops with gifts at such occasions. 


|, State probes Chapter 1 services 


Catholic school administrators are also worried about 
the lack of communication between classroom teachers 
and the Chapter If instructors, Bennett said. 

According to SDUSD’s interpretation of the Supreme 
Court ruling, it is illegal for Chapter 1 personnel to 
discuss parochial students with their teachers on private 
school property, Bennett said. Catholic school teachers 
must visit the buses or send notes to get information about 
students, he added. 

The objective of most Chapter 1 teachers is to meet 
regularly with the classroom teachers, Leach said. 
Although this cannot be done on Catholic school 
property, district personnel have set aside ume before and 
after school hours for such consultations. She added that 
some teachers also communicate by phone in the 
evenings. 

Principals of the 12 Catholic schools involved also 
wonder about $5,000 expended on an evaluation of last 
year’s Chapter 1 program, something which did not 
occur, according to Bennett. 

Courter confirmed that ‘‘the money was expended and 
not everything planned was done.’” Last year’s Chapter J 
program at Catholic schools took a Jong time to begin 
and, in many cases, not cnough data existed for an 
evaluation to be performed, he said. However, mectings 
to discuss evaluation of programs at private schools were 


held, he added.

But getting liturgists,/ineludiag those in Rome, to sit 
down with Crocodile Dundee for a couple of hours could 
mean a better swing at strike two. 

When Crocodile is menaced by a New York City street 
tough with a switchblade (‘‘He’s got a knife!’’), he 
reaches into his boot and pulls out his two-foot long 
hunting knife. He smiles and looking at the now puny, 
4-inch switchblade in the thief’s hand, says: ‘“Uhat’s nota 
knife.’’ Then, twisting his own two-foot blade in the 
streetlight, adds: ‘“‘Now, THAT'S a knife.”’ 

We see, as the thief suddenly runs, that contrary to 
Gertrude Stein’s (“‘Rose is a rose is a rose’’), a knife and

a knife can be two different things in two different 
cultures. Liturgists take note. 

That latest setback for our liturgists was the defeat by 
the U.S. bishops of the first-ever Eucharistic Prayer, the 
prayers of the Mass after the readings, written (not 
translated) by the International Committee on English in 
the Liturgy. It needed a two-thirds majority. Our bishops 
turned it down. 

The way the system works now, we're back to square 
one. All-new Mass Prayers must be the same for all 
English-speaking countries: England and the United 
States; Australia, Canada and India, for example, and 
also be approved by experts in Rome. A battling process. 

We speak the same language but live in very different 
cultures as an hour with Crocodile Dundee pleasant, 
demonstrates. “‘Vwenty years after the end of Vatican II, 
the need for Masses that can baptize cach of our 
individual cultures far outweighs any need to reproduce, 
in a hundred different tongues, the uniformity of the 
Western Church’s Latin Liturgy. 

We should let a country’s liturgists do their jobs and 
adapt universal framework prayers to their own cultures 
— as the Eastern Churches have always done. ‘Then the 
bishops, today’s successors of the apostles, can approve o1 
not as they see fit. We'd have a much more sensible 
operation than we do now.

First of all, the 
importance of Sunday lor worship and for a special kind 
of behavior never did depend on ‘‘rules’? for the day. It 
depends rather on what the day is, the celebration of the 
resurrection of Jesus and our own resurrection with him. 

For this because it is a church 
Christians always have scen this day as a unique day of

worship when we offer the Eucharist to praise, thank and 
be glad with God for this central event of our faith and for 
all it means to the world.

(the faithful) should avoid any work of business which 
might stand in the way of the worship which should be 
given to God, the joy proper to the Lord’s day, for the 
needed relaxation of mind and body” (Canon 1247). 

It misses the point entirely to discuss, as we used to, 
whether crocheting, gardening or changing the oil in the 
car are allowed on Sunday. 

Our aim is rather to have our home and activitics 
reflect, on that day above all, the peace, joy, contentment 
and love that should be ours because of what Jesus has 
done for us.

VATICAN CITY. (NC) —. Even 
when he’s traveling in one part of the 
world Pope John Paul I keeps in touch 
with problems in other parts. 

He does it by traveling with a mini- 
staff of top officials — a sort of portable 
Vatican. 

It became evident after his two- 
week, 30,000-mile trip to Asia and the 
Pacific and Indian Oceans that the 
pope's on-the-road administrative 
system was operating.

Reconciliation sought between bishop, Vietnamese 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (NC) — As .the result of a 
mediator’s report, Bishop Pierre DuMaine of San Jose 
called for a meeting with two Vietnamese men he 
excommunicated in a dispute over the status of a mission 
parish and its pastor. 

Father Barnabas M. ‘Vhiep, invited by 
DuMaine to mediate, presented his final report to the 
bishop Nov. 20. He said he believes that a misreading of a 
1985 letter from Bishop DuMaine to Vietnamese priests 
in his diocese was the main cause of the rift between the 
bishop and a group of Vietnamese Catholics. 

Father ‘Vhiep, a member of the Congregation of 
Mother Co-Redemptrix, called for compassion for the 
protesters and urged them to abandon their opposition to 
the bishop. ‘The protesters sought a personal parish 
determined by cthnie identity rather than gcographic 
boundaries in place of the Vietnamese Catholic Mission 
and rejected Bishop DuMaine’s appointment of Father 
Paul Duong as pastor.

Archbishop opposes school-based 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — A pastoral letter by 
Archbishop Roger Mahony of Los Angeles objecting to 
school-based health clinics met with counter-objections 
from the Les Angeles Times newspaper and prompted a 
school board member to offer to debate the archbishop. 

Vhe Times called the archbishop’s pastoral an 
‘unwarranted intrusion into a purely secular matter.”” 

A spokesman for Archbishop Mahony said the 
archbishop would not take up school board member 
Roberta Weintraub’s offer to debate because some moral 
issues are non-debatable. The archbishop suggested 
instead that Catholic parents who have children in public 
schools might want to debate Weintraub. 

Health clinics that offer family planning counscling and 
dispense birth control devices are scheduled to open next 
year at three Los Angeles high schools. ‘The school board 
is seeking funds from private foundations to finance the 
clinics. 

In the pastoral, issued in late October, Archbishop 
Mahony said such clinics offer no lasting solution to the 
crisis of teen pregnancy outside of marriage but will 
‘‘downplay the teen-agers’ need for responsibility by 
offering a false sense of independence.”’ 

By making contraceptives readily available “‘the 
clinics’ personnel will tacitly promote sexual relations 


Cong ‘Thien, were excommunicated by Bishop DuMaine 
after threats were made against the bishop and a serics of 
demonstrations were held that resulted in arrests. 

The original source of misunderstanding, according to 
Father ‘Vhicp, goes back to a misreading of Bishop 
DuMaine’s Ictter of May 31, 1985, to the Victhamese 
priests of the diocese. In that letter he looked at the needs 
of various groups within their community, including the 
elderly, who often need services in their native language, 


and the young, who tend to adapt more readily to the new’ 


language and culture. 
As a result of the Ietter, Father Vhicp said, the 
protesters “‘accused the bishop for wanting to assimilate 


the Victnamese Catholics into American parishes,” of 


discrimination against them and of “lack of openness and 
of fatherly love which the shepherd needs to have for his 
flock. ‘They have been doing so because of great 
misunderstanding about their bishop.” 

He added that “the many false ideas about the bishop's 
posiuon have been so profoundly impressed on the minds 


outside of marriage for boys and girls, many of whom are 
barely in their teens,’’ the archbishop said. 

He called for information and programs that encourage 
teen-agers “‘to value their sexuality and to say ‘no’ to the 
abuse of sex, just as they have programs encouraging 
them to say ‘no’ to the abuse of alcohol and the abuse of 
drugs.”’ 

“The very dignity of young people will be at stake. 
Clinics will reduce human sexuality, fertility and 
pregnancy to expressions of our humanity which can be 
controverted by pills or devices, and ultimately abortion. 
Such mechanical devices wound the sense of dignity given 
every person as a birthright, a sense so vulnerable in the 
impressionable years of adolescence,’’ the archbishop 
said. 

Also, he said, the clinics ‘‘destroy the partnership 
between parents and schools upon which responsible 
education is founded’’ because most parents do not want 
the clinics. 

The Los Angeles Times, criticizing Archbishop 
Mahony in an editorial, said that *‘the Los Angeles public 
schools are not part of the archbishop’s sphere of 
influence. ‘The three school-based clinics should open next 
year as scheduled. ‘Veen-agers must be encouraged to 


of the protesters’’ and have caused such great 
misunderstandings that many people are not responsible

Father ‘Vhiep called on the protesters to “quickly 


abandon every kind of opposition to the bishop and make 
reconciliation with him in a spirit of family love.”’

‘Sullivan, the diocese’s vicar gencral, saying, “it Is ume 
for all of-us to do what lather Barnabas (‘lhiep) expressed 
at the end of his report. Vhe first step in this would be for 
us to get together to overcome past misunderstandings 
among the people so that true reconciliation can take 
place. . . Lam inviting you to mect with me to begin this 
process.” 

Father Vhicp was invited to mediate by Bishop 
DuMaine on the advice of Archbishop Pio Laghi, 
apostolic pronuncio to the United States.”

CRS, newspapers aim to help Christmas shoppers

WASHINGTON (NC) — This holiday 
Catholic Relief Services and three diocesan newspapers 
are trying to help Catholics do their Christmas shopping. 

CRS, the U.S. bishops’ overseas relict and 
development agency, is encouraging Catholics to make 
donations in the name of friends and relatives to aid the 
poor and suffering of other nations. 

The agency is promoting “‘alternative Christmas 
giving’ through two scparate programs — one of which 
has the cooperation of The Florida Catholic, which serves 
five Florida dioceses, The Catholic Sun, diocesan 
newspaper of Phoenix, Ariz., and The Chicago Catholic, 
Chicago archdiocesan newspaper. 

The idea behind both programs, 
spokeswoman for Catholic Relief Services, is 
giving Aunt Lena that 37th pair of nice, warm gloves this 
Christmas, how about taking $5 or $10 and forwarding it 
to CRS for emergency use.” 

“People want to spend wisely and to share their 
generosity at Christmas time, and we want to help them 
do it,” Griffin said, stressing that a Christmas donation is 
the ideal gift ‘“‘for those hard-core people on everyone's 
Christmas list for whom another material object is just not 
the right thing.”’

program involving newspaper 
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cooperation, Catholic newspapers ask readers to mail in 
Christmas donations for an overseas cause promoted by 
Catholic Relief Services. Sometimes the moncy collected 
is divided between that cause and local projects. 

The program began in 1979 when Father David Page, 
executive cditor of The Florida Catholic, suggested 
readers send donations to feed the hungry of Cambodia. 


Readers responded with $20,280. 

Since then, the Florida newspaper — which publishes 
editions for the dioceses of Orlando, Palm Beach, 
Pensacola-Vallahassee, St. Petersburg and Venice — has 
collected a total of almost one-quarter million dollars for 
Catholic Relief Services, Griffin said. 


Henry Libersat Jr., editor-manager o 
Catholic, attributes the project’s success to ‘the spiritual 
renewal taking place in this country’? and ‘‘a heightened 
emphasis on social needs.” 

He said the newspaper raiscd the most money the year 
it collected $131,000 for the hungry of Ethiopia. “‘We said 
‘save a life in the name of someone you love — it’s a 
better present than a tic, better than a mink coat.” 

Libersat said most contributions come in amounts of $5 
or $10. The newspaper, which covers all postage and 
overhead costs, sends cards to donors to mail to fricnds 
and relatives which say a Christmas gift has been given in 
their name. 


Each year, he said, the newspaper publishes articles 
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about the plight of the individuals it hopes to help at the 
same time as it promotes the collection. 

This year the newspaper’s board decided to funnel all 
contributions to a local project to help aging nuns. 

Christopher Gunty, currently editor of The Catholic 
Sun, was impressed with The Florida Catholic’s cftorts 
and started a similar campaign in 1984 while managing 
editor of The Chicago Catholic. Vhe Chicago paper 
continued its involvement after Gunty moved to Phoenix, 
and in 1985 sent about $4,000 to help a food self- 
sufficiency program in Sierra Leone, a nation in western 
Africa. 

In Phoenix, Gunty again initiated the program in 1985 
and readers Honared $4,000 to a fund which was split 
between Catholic Relief Services for efforts to fight the 
advance of the desert in the African nation of Chad, the 
local branch of St. Vincent de*Paul, and’a Phoenix food 
bank serving area food pantries. 

Catholic Relief Services started a separate ‘‘alternative 
giving program’” in November when it sent its regular 
contributors specialized Christmas cards to mail to 
friends, family members or other relatives saying a 
donation to the agency had been made in their name, 
Griffin said.

Catholic bishops’ new economy: pastoral, 
the third question — low do people 

fparucipate in the cconomy? — is the one 
that gives the pastoral its distinct flavor. 

The first two are also important moral 
questions, but only the third treats people 
acuyely rather than passively. 

Only the third defines human dignity - 
and rights in terms of the person’s right to 
build, contribute, help — to work with 
others in fulfilling God’s creative design 
for the world. 

It leads the bishops to say that: the 
nation must concern itself not only with 
providing cconomic necessities to the 
poor and unemployed, but with enabling 
them to find employment and get out of 
poverty. It goes past eating the poor as 
objects of charity and demands power for 
the powerless. 

The U.S. bishops made their major 
chtry into moral guidance on economic 
quesuons at their November mecting 
when, they 

approved a national letter, 
“Economic Justice for All: Catholic 
Social Teaching and the U.S. Economy.”

Bishops ask Catholics 


to utilize pastoral 

WASHINGTON (NC) — ‘‘The 
movement from principle to policy 
is complex and difficult,’’ the U.S. 
bishops say in their new economy 
pastoral. 

As a result not everything the bi- 
shops say should be interpreted at 
the same level, they say. ‘“‘Our 
judgments and recommendations 
on specific economic issues . . . do 
not carry the same moral authority 
as our statements of universal moral 
principles and formal church 
teaching.”’ 

On the one hand, the bishops in- 
sist, “‘moral values are essential in 
determining public policies. ”’ 

On the other hand, they say, the 
specific judgments they make about 
concrete issues depend ‘‘not only on 
the moral force of our principles, 
but also on the accuracy of our in- 
formation and the validity of our as- 
sumptions”’ 

What the bishops ask of Catholics 
and other fellow Americans is ‘‘ser- 
ious consideration’’ of the pastoral 
and dealing with differences in a 
“‘spirit of mutual respect and open 
dialogue.”’ 

Catholics are asked to use the 
economy pastoral to help them ‘‘de- 
termine whether their own moral 
judgments are consistent with the 
Gospel and with Catholic social 
teaching.”’

Spells out moral principles 

Other moral principles the bishops spell 
out in the letter, as summarized in the 
accolpanying message, include:

The letter also focuses on the need for 
the church — meaning all Catholics, not 
just bishops, pricsts, Religious and lay 
officials who form church leadership — to 
witness economic justice by action as well 
as to preach it. 

This, the letter says, must be done 
within church structures — parish-based 
groups, parishes, dioceses, Catholic 
organizauions and institutions — and by 
Catholics in the family, school, 
workplace, community and public life. 

Behind structural changes to achieve or 
enhance economic justice, the bishops 
say, there must be personal conversion 
and commitment by individuals. 

“We should not be surprised,’ they 
say, “if we find Catholic social teaching 
to be demanding. “he Gospel is 
demanding.”’

He said it is insufficient for the religious sector to 
mercly ask probing questions of public policy, although, 
he acknowledged, religious organizations are often told it 
is not their task to lay out specific criticisms or proposals 
for policy making. 

““T think the charge, in the first place, is misplaced,” he 
said of critics who claim the churches are oversteppig 
their bounds. “ICs notcnough . . . to say you're trying to 
ask the right questions.” 

Yet, he said, the religious sector has been increasingly 
drawn into the public policy debate because of the moral 
uuplications of many national issues. For example, he 
said, “the budget is amoral document. ‘Hhe tax debate is 
a moral debate.” 

“The moral factor is (present), * he said. “Lt cannot be 
expunged.” 

He said the bishops discovered, in’ writing their 
pastorals on war and peace and the economy, that despite 
some criulicisin, “people were quite literally starved” fora 
moral perspective on those issues.

He suggested that efforts to provide “ta religious vision 
and a moral assessment’? are imperative because of the 
fragility of chances for survival. 

Since the time of the first humans, cach generation has 
known that just as it received life from God through the 
previous generations it would in turn transmit that gill to 
future generations, he said. 

“This is the first generation since Genesis that has 
received the gift and knows we might not pass it on,” 
Father Hehir said. 

In such a state, “it is hard to live today without hope,” 
he said. Because of its faith, the religious community can 
offer “a sign of hope in the larger community,” he 
added. ‘The resource of hope becomes today, | submit, a

Responding to Father Hehir’s talk, Rabbi David 
Saperstcin, co-director of the Religious Action Center, 
Washington, said that ‘God has not ordained specilic 
answers’ to many public policy issues but that should not 
deter believers from secking answers.

While “‘St. E’’ is 
touching, . funny, daring and even 
spiritual, “‘L.A. Law”’ lingers on trans- 
vestites, nearly-pornographic one-liners 
(a remark about one lawyer’s finger 
should have been censored) and such 
“hot”? topics as cocaine. Ill give it a while 
longer, but it needs to spruce itself up by 
introducing some likable characters and 
plots which concern legal ethics rather 
than who’s sleeping with whom. 

* “Sledge Hammer”’ is supposed to be 
a delightful parody of such vengeance 
movies as Clint Eastwood’s ‘‘Dirty 
Harry”’ and any Chuck Norris tribute to 
mayhem. They forgot the delight and the 
parody. Meanwhile, what’s been pitched 
as a kiddie comedy contains a great deal 
of violence. 

* “Alf? is my eight-year-old’s current 
favorite. This is the NBC sitcom about a 
muppet-like space visitor who disrupts the 
lives of a sitcom family. While it contains 
some funny one-liners, ‘‘Alf’’ has yet to 
cause me to drop everything to rush to my 
set (except when ‘‘everything’’ is-some- 
thing my wife wants me to do.) 

* “Designing Women’’ began with an 
enviable time slot between ‘‘Newhart”’ 
and ‘‘Cagney and Lacey,’’ which may ac- 
count for its survival until now. With its
